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.  PREFACE 

A  knowledge  of  one’s  ancestors  is  of  value  because  in  it  there 
are  such  characteristics  as  respect,  devotion  and  admiration, 
which  go  to  make  up  an  important  but  often  neglected  part  of 
our  present  life.  An  interest  in  such  knowledge  has  recently 
been  awakened  as  a  result  of  the  annual  family  reunions,  whicn 
in  this  day  are  very  popular.  But  in  the  Bradley  family  such 
a  tie  of  friendship  has  seemingly  always  existed,  manifesting 
itself  in  numerous  famfly  social  gatherings.  At  the  present 
time  there  have  been  10  successive  annual  family  reunions  with 
an  average  attendance  of  nearly  100.  These  rexmions  have  been 
held  at  the  homes  of  the  descendants.  It  is  a  characteristic  of 
the  family  not  to  become  widely  separated,  which  in  itself  has 
made  possible  close  relationships  and  has  maintained  a  unified 
interest 

The  compilation  of  these  records  has  been  an  interesting  work. 
However  the  task  would  have  been  difficult  without  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  all  those  relatives  and  friends  who  have  assisted  in  any 
way  in  collecting  data.  It  is  hoped  that  future  generations  may 
benefit  from  the  knowledge  contained  herein.  May  the  value  of 
such  records  be  appreciated  and  so  may  they  be  continued 
through  the  coming  generations.. 

It  has  been  possible  to  trace  back  only  to  the  sixth  generation; 
to  James  D.  Bradley  and  his  family  who  lived  in  Connecticut. 
But  on  the  side  of  the  wife  of  James  D.  Bradley  we  find  by 
referring  to  Mrs.  Lenora  Lankton  Aldrich’s  compiled  records  of 
the  Lankton  family,  that  several  more  g;enerations  are  recorded. 
The  wife  of  James  D.  Bradley  before  her  marriage  was  Tirzah  H. 
Lankton,  daughter  of  James  and  Sophia  Lankton,  who  were  the 
great  grandparents  of  the  compiler  of  these  records.  James 
Lankton  was  bom  July  29,  1753.  He  married  Sophia  Catling, 
whose  ancestors  came  from  England,  and  who  was  bom  April 
22,  1763.  Both  were  buried  in  Franklin,  Morgan  County,  Illinois. 
James  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Lankton  and  Abigail  Richards 
Lankton.  Thomas  was  the  son  of  Joseph  }..angdon  (Lankton) 
and  Rachel  Cowels  Langdon.  Joseph  was  the  son  of  Joseph 
Lahgdon,  Sr.,  and  Susannah  Root  Langdon.  Josenh,  Sr.,  was 
the  son  of  John  Langdon,  who  was  bom  in  England  and  who 
accomp^ed  his  father  (5wrge  from  England  to  Mather’s  Falls, 
Connecticut.  John  died  in  1689. 

It  is  probable  that  the  James  D.  Bradley  family  went  from 
Connecticut  to  New  Yoik  state  because  the  next  we  know  of 
them  is  that  some  of  the  children  were  bom  in  that  state.  The 
oldest,  Ira  D.,  was  bom  in  Connecticut  but  the  others,  excepting 
the  youngest,  Emma,  who  was  bom  in  Michigan,  were  bora  in 
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New  York  state.  About  the  year  1S40,  soon  after  Michinn 
entered  the  union,  James  D.  and  his  famfly  migrated  to  wat 
state  by  means  of  ox  team  and  vacon  settled  in  Kaiamo 
Township,  Eaton  County,  taking  up  the  unbroken  wilderness 
land  from  the  government.  This  farm  was  handed  ^wn  to 
Truman,  the  youngest  of  the  sons,  and  at  the  time  this  is  writ¬ 
ten  this  hne  homestead  is  in  the  possesson  of  Vemer  Bradley, 
the  grandson  of  the  original  settle.  %- 


As  the  children  of' James  D.  Bradley  grew  to  maturity  they 
made  homes  for  themselves  nearly  aD  in  the  same  vicinity,  and 
to  this  day  it  is  called  the  Bradley  nei^borhood  because  of  the 
numerous  families  bearing  the  name.  Of  the  three  sons,  Ira  D. 
bought  land  which  is  now  in  the  possession  of  his  son  Austin. 
Truman  received  his  father’s  estate,  the  one  now  nossessed  by 
his  son  Vemer.  Joseph  took  up  land  from  the  government  which 
is  now  possessed  by  the  faz^y  of  his  son  Merritt.  Of  the 
daughters,  all  married  and  made  homes  nearby,  except  Emma, 
who  married  and  returned  with  her  husband  to  New  York,  that 
branch  of  the  family  remaining  in  that  state. 


Those  noble  men  and  women  who.  as  psooeers.  felled  the  fot 
ests  and  made  homesteads  and  helped  in  a  small  way  to  organ¬ 
ize  the  vast  wilderness,  sacrificed  that  we  mi^t  mijoy  the  fruits 
of  their  labors.  They  were  poor  in  wealth  but  not  in  character 
or  experience.  The  Bradley  family  is  one  characterized  by 
peaceful  law-abiding  citizens,  many  of  whom  hold  positions  of 
honor  and  trust  in  their  eommunitiea.  Tar  the  most  part  they 
have  remained  agricultural,  but  because  of  riianging  economic 
and  social  condition  a  number  have  takoi  up  other  lines  of 
business.

JAMES  DICKINSON  BRADLEY  was  bom  Sept.  15,  1797,  prob¬ 
ably  in  Connecticut,  and  died  in  Kalamo  Township,  Eaton 
Coonty,  Michigan,  Jan.  26,  1857,  at  the  age  of  59  years, 
4  months,  10  days.  He  was  buried  in  the  Spaulding  cem¬ 
etery,  Bellevue  Township,  Eaton  County,  Michigan.
